Obiligor 


(1) An Electronically Recorded Monetary Claim is accrued only when an Electronic Monetary Claim 
Recording Institution makes an "accrual record" upon the user's request. 

(2) An Electronically Recorded Monetary Claim can be assigned when the Electronic Monetary Claim 
Recording Institution makes an "assignment record" upon the user's request. 

(3) If payment is made by the obligor, the Electronically Recorded Monetary Claim will be 
extinguished. If the payment was made via a financial institution under a specific agreement, 
"the record of payment, etc." will automatically be made based on the notice from the financial 
institution to the Electronic Monetary Claim Recording Institution. 
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| Ensures flexibility and convenience, which are lacking in bills/notes 
+ Can be split and assigned
